GENEVA, March 7.—The pro- 
posal of Elihu Root, under which 
differences between the United 
States Senate and members of the 
World Court can be reconciled, 
thus paving the way for admission 
of the United States to the court, 
has been approved by British, 
French, German, Japanese and 
Italian legal experts. 

It has been transmitted to Judges 


| of the Permanent Court of Inter- 


national] Justice in The Hague and 
unofficially to the nine members 
of the Council. 


Following Root's conference with 
Aristide Briand, French Foreign 
Minister, and Henri Fromegoet, 
one of the chief delegates of 
France, Tuesday, the French dele- 
gation wholehearterly approved the 
solution advanced. Root submit- 
ted his plan Saturday to Sir Eric 
Drummond, Secretary-General of 
the League of Nations, in the form 
of an unofficial memorandum. 


Root’s dinner guest last © night 
was Sir Austen Chamberlain, Brit- 
ish Foreign. Secretary. but, accord- 
ing to information obtained, it is 
learned that Sir Cecil Hurst, legal 
adviser to Sir Austen, already has 


‘approved the step. 


Stresemann to Meet Root. 

Gustave Stresemann, German 
Foreign Minister, has announced 
that he desires to meet Root and 
to discuss the latter’s proposal 
whereby the Washington Govern- 
ment might join the World Court 
after the minorities controversy is 
finished. 


Meanwhile,: Frederick Gauss, 
German juridical expert, as well as 
Nobume Ito, who is the advisor for 
the Japanese legation, and a mem- 
ber of the committee which will 
meet March 11 to study the revi- 
sion of the Court statutes, are both 
known to be favorable to the Amer- 
ican idea. Vittoria Scialoja, Ital- 
fan Minister, received a copy of the 
with the 
other Foreign Ministers and regis- 
tered no objection on the part of 
Italy last night. 

Root/will confer today with the 
Finnish Foreign Minister, H. J. 
Procope, spokesman for the Scan- 
danavian-Baltic group of nations 
in the Council. He has told the 
Post-Dispatch and New York 
World that that group would cham- 
pion the agreement among their 
respective nations. 


Discussion already has _ shifted 
to the necessity of evolving pro- 
cedure that would bring a com- 
promise that could be made: effec- 
tive with the least possible delay. 
It. has been tentatively suggested 
that a protocol be drafted’ March 
11. It has been pointed out that 
after the submission of the report 
to members of the court, a special 
conference could be called in con- 
junction with the September as- 
sembly of the League. 

Plan for Speedy Action. 


Under this tentative plan, at the 
September assembly details could 
be ironed out and the signatures 
of the delegates affixed. Statesmen 
from other nations would then 
have received the draft protocol 
given the finishing diplomatic and 
legal touches by the statutes com- 
mittee. Then, under the proposed 
plan, the proposal would be sub- 
mitted to the United States Senate 
which could debate the matter. and 
indicate its acceptance, conditional 
on ratification by the other mem- 
bers of the World Court. ike. 

This method, it was sald by 
those in authority here, would 
make the United States a member 
of the World Court possibly before 
the end of autumn. 


TEXT OF PROPOSAL 
PREPARED BY ROOT

GENEVA, March 7.—The asso- 
clated Press has received the text 
of the formula prepared by Elihu 
Root as a method for bringing 
about adhesion of the United States 
to the World Court.

The text of the Root formula 
follows: 

“The Court shall not, without the 
consent of the United States of 
America, render an advisory 
opinion touching any dispute to 
which the United States is a party. 

“The Court shall not, without 
the consent of the United States, 
render an advisory opinion touch- 
ing any dispute to which the 
United States is not a party but in 
which the United States claims an 
interest, or touching any question 
other than‘a dispute, in which the 
United States claims an interest. 

“The manner in which it shall 
be made known whether the United 


States is not a party but in which] 


it claims an interest. 


“The manner in which {t shall 
be made known whether the Unit- 
ed States claims an interest and 
gives or withholds its consent shall 
be as follows: 


“Whenever, in contemplation of 
a request for an advisory opinion 
it seems to them desirable, the 
Council or the Assembly may in- 
vite an exchange of views with the 
United States and such exchange of 
views shall proceed with all con- 
venient speed, 


“‘Whenever-a request for an ad- 
visory opinion comes to the Court, 
the registrar shall notify the 
United States thereof among other 
states mentioned in the now ex- 
isting Article 73 of the rules of the 
Court, stating that a reasonable 
time limit would be fixed by the 
President within which a written 
statement by the United States 
concerning the request will be re- 
ceived. 

“In case the United States shall, 
within the time fixed, advise the 
Court in writing that the request 
touches a dispute or a question in 
which the United States has an in- 
terest, and that the United States 
has not consented to the submis- 
sion of the question; thereupon all 
proceedings upon the question shall 
be stayed to admit of an exchange 
of views between the United States 
and the proponents of the request, 
and such exchange of the views 
shall proceed with all convenient 
speed. 


Question of Advisory Opittfons. 

“If after such exchange of views, 
either while a question is in con- 
templation or after a question has 
gone to Court, it shall appear (1) 
that no agreement can be reached 
as to whether the question does 
touch an interest of the United 
States within the true meaning of 
the second paragraph of this 
article; and (2) that submission of 
the question is still insisted upon 
after attributing to the objection 
of the United States the same force 
and effect as attaches to a vote 
against asking for the opinion 
given by a member of the League 
of Nations either in Assembly or 
Council; and if ft also appears that 
the United States has not been 
able to find the submission of the 
question so important for the gen- 
eral good as to call upon the Unit- 
ed States to forego its objection, 
in that particualr instance leaving 
the request to be acted upon by 
the Court without in any way bind.- 
ing the United States; then ft shall 
be deemed that, owing to material 
difference of view regarding the 
proper scope or practice of re- 
questing advisory opinion the ar- 
rangement now agreed upon is not 
yielding satisfactory results, and 
that exercise of powers of with- 
drawal provided in Article VII 
hereof will follow naturally with- 
out any imputation of unfriendli- 
generally for

GEN. LOPEZ SHOT 
BY SQUAD AS REBEL

MEXICO CITY, March 7.—Gen. 
Jesus Palomera Lopez, ex-chief of 
the Mexico City military police, 
was executed as a rebel by a firing 
squad in the yard of the national 
palace here at4a.m. Lopez was 
convicted of having attempted to 
turn his command in the state of 
Michoacan against the Govern- 
ment. 


Gen. Lopez was arrested in 
Michoacan when he was on the 
point of turning his regiment 
against the Government. 

The reported collapse of the rev- 
olutionary movement in Vera Cruz 
followed swiftly on the heels of the 
Government’s recapture of the im- 
portant city of Monterrey and the 
defeat of Gen. Gonzalo Escobar, 
who was last reported on a rapid 
retreat to Torreon ir the State of 
Coahuila. 


A later announcement added that 
the troops of Gen. Escobar had 
been driven out of Saltillo, where 
they had taken up a position after 
their defeat at Monterrey. The 
Escobar contingent now is report- 
ed on the way to Torreon along the 
western border of Coahuila. 

The Department of Justice has 
issued processes condemning the 
property of all leaders of the revo- 
lution. Those named specifically 
include Gen. J. Aguirre, Gen. Fran- 
cisco Manzo, Gen. Fausto Topete, 
Governor of Sonora, Gen. Escobar 
and Gen. Roberto Cruz, a former 
chief of police in Mexico City. 

Navy Pledges Loyalty. 

Another Government. statement 
said that the naval forces at Vera 
Cruz, which steamed out to sea at 
the beginning of the rebellion, 
wirelessed messages assuring the 
Government of their loyalty. 

The police of Mexico City began 
a roundup of all vagabonds and 
suspicious characters for the pur- 
pose of insuring order in the city. 
Complete tranquility prevails in the 
capital. The inhabitants see and 
know nothing of the revolution ex- 
cept what they read in the news- 
papers. Occasionally troops are 
seen marching to the railway sta- 
tion,

ico City since the outbreak of the 
revolution left for Laredo at 9 p. 
m. Wednesday.

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Directors. That, he said, was en- 
tirely up to the board. 

In obedience to the bylaws, the 
board met first at the company 
offices, but adjourned at once to 
the Community House. 

The Rockefeller representatives, 
numbering about half a dozen, took 
seats in the front row of the au- 
ditorium. A minute later Stewart 
and the other directors came on 
the stage from a rear entrance. 
Contrary to expectations, the 
hall was not crowded, although the 
lower floor was comfortably filled, 
Not more than a dozen were in the 
single gallery at the rear. When 
Stewart appeared from the rear 
of the stage there was vigorous 
handclapping from spots in the 
gathering, but nothing resembling 
an ovation. 


He Jokes Mildly. 


Stewart seemed somewhat drawn 
and tired, but displayed little or 
no nervousness. He looked his 
usual vigor and there was nothing 
in his mildly pleasant demeanor 
to suggest the blustering bellicosity 
of his recent public statements, Jn 
a wait caused by a clerical delay 
he imtroduced each of the directors 
to the audience. He joked mildly, 
presenting the president of the 
company as “old Eddie Seubert.” 


The tellers entrusted with check- 
ing proxies and registering stock- 
holders reported that 817,410 
shares of stock were personally 
represented by stockholders pres- 
ent, and that 7,028,710 were rep- 


ber of shares eligible to vote is 
9,237,000. 


Stewart then proceeded to read 
the annual financial statement. De- 
spite the impressive showing of the 
figures, the reading was a tire- 
some affair, and destroyed what- 
ever dramatic content there was 
in the atmosphere. Thus far there 
had been nothing in the procedure 
to lend color to this “battle of 
giants.”’ 


Melvin A. Traylor, president of 
the First National Bank of Chica- 
g0; Burton and Gentry Cash, man- 
ager of the Whiting refinery, were 
placed in nomination to fill vacan- 
cles on the board of directors. The 
selections were read from the floor 
by Winthrop Aldrich, representing 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. Burton 
was nominated to succeed Stewart 
as chairman and Traylor to succeed 
L. L. Stephens, general counsel. 
Cash was named to fill the vacan- 
cy caused by the death of Beau- 
mont Parks, vice president. 


Col. Stewart said that while he 
was placed in an embarrassing sit- 
uation, inasmuch as his name was 
among those directors up for re- 
election he would consent to serve 
as presiding officer as provided for 
by the company’s by-laws. He said 
that since a group of New York 
men_ there was quite interested in 
the meeting he would be glad to 
have one of them come to the plat- 
form and assist him. : 


Stewart Group Nominate. 


The slate of officers for the 
Stewart group was placed in nomi- 
nation by A. S. Hopkins of Chi- 
cago, and in addition to the re- 
nomination of all present direc- 
tors, asked for the nomination of 
Dr. Gentry Cash, superintendent 
of Whiting Refinery, and Thomas 
F. Cook. At this point J. P. Hays, 
a stockholder from Chicago, moved 
that two shareholders at large be 
nominated as directors, one to rep- 
resent shareholders with more than 
500 shares, and the other share- 
holders with less than 500 shares. 
Mr. Aldrich protested the motion 
was out of order. Stewart said 
that in his opinion the motion was 
in order. Aldrich requested the 
motion be stated again. Hays 
restated his motion whereupon a 
woman, who gave her name as Mrs. 
Price of Chicago, asked for the 
floor and said she also thought the 
motion was out of order. 

“IT am a church worker,” Mrs. 
Price said, “and president of a 
missionary society and I want jus- 
tice to prevail here. I don’t think 
this small body of stockholders 
should speak for the entire group.” 

Hays in making his motion said 
he raised the question on a moral 
issue. 

Aldrich argued the by-laws did 
not provide for such a procedure 
and said the certificate of incor- 
poration also failed to make pro- 
vision for such action. 

“With no desire to appear dic- 
tatorial,” Stewart sald, “I am un- 
able to see that the motion is out 
of order. The mere fact that the 
by-laws do not provide for a mo- 
tion is no reason why the motion 
cannot be made.” 


Virtually Admits Defeat. 

Hays’ motion was defeated. Al- 
drich again arose to state the mo- 
tion was not proper because no 
notice of such action had been 
given the stockholders. 

Three or four other stockholders 
jumped to their feet with short, 
vehement remarks. One of them 
was a Mr. Workman from Dayton, 
who said he possessed only 14 
shares, but had come all the way 
to Whiting in the interest of fair 
play. 

The chorus of “ayes” seemed to 
equal the chorus of “noes,” but 
Col. Stewart laughingly said the 
noes “‘seem to have it.” 

Cries of “standing vote” brought 
from the Colonel the admission 
that if a vote was taken it would 
have to be by shares. Pointing to 
the Rockefeller group and chuck- 
ling, he said: “And, my friends, I 
am afraid that the ‘noes’ are in 
great majority.” 

R. W. Kellough of Tulsa, Ok., 
offered a motion to exclude all 
proxies offered by the Rockefeller 
group on the ground that all such 
proxies were illegal in that they 
sought to deprive the stockholders 
of the free exercise of their invest- 
ment for the period of at least 6ne 
year and to create a monopoly of 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana in the 
Rockefeller interests. 


Kellough’s motion also contend- 


ed that action would virtually be 


‘ne the Standard Oil Co. of 


resented by proxy. The total num- 


Indiana over to a group of persons 
not recognized by Indiana’s corpo- 
rate law, and not entitled to do 
business in Indiana as a corpora- 
tion. 

The meeting threw out the Kel- 
logh motion with the explanation 
that it desired to give every stock- 
holder at the meeting, either in 
person or by proxy, the right to ex- 
press his opinion on the affairs of 
the company. 

Origin of Feud in 1921. 
Stewart's participation in the 
events which resulted in his in- 
dictment on charges of perjury and 
contempt of the Senate and to his 
break with Rockefeller actually be- 


closed until years afterward. It 
grew out of the fact that W. A. 
Humphreys, an independent Texas 
oil producer, had a large quantity 
of oil to sell and Stewart was one 
of severa)] oil] magnates who nego- 
tiated for its purchase. 

The negotiations all came to a 
head in a room in the Vanderbilt 
Hotel, New York, in November, 
1921, when Humphreys met Stew- 
art, Harry F. Sinclair, Harry M. 
Blackmer and James E. O'Neill. 


Blackmer was head of the Mid- 


west Refining Co., a subsidiary of 
Standard of Indiana, and O'Neill 
was head of the Prairie Oil & 
Gas Co. 

Instead of these magnates deal- 
ing directly with Humphreys in 
behalf of their companies, a new 
corporation, the Continental Trad- 
ing Co., Ltd., Canada, was organ- 
ized. 

It purchased the o{fl from Hum- 
phreys at $1.50 a barrel and re- 
sold it to the companies represent- 
ed by Sinclair, Stewart and O'Neill 
at $1.75 a barrel. A profit of $3,- 
000,000 thus realized was invested 
in Liberty bonds which were equal- 
ly divided among Blackmer, Sin- 
clair, O’Neill and Stewart. 


How Sinclair Used His. 


None of these facts might ever 
have become known had not Sin- 
clair used a part of his share of 
the bonds in bribing Secretary of 
the Interior Albert B. Fall for the 
lease on Teapot Dome. The bonds 
were found in Fall’s safe deposit 
box and traced by serial numbers 
back to their source. Thus the 
Continental Trading Co. was dis- 
covered. The recipients of the 
bonds other than Sinclair remained 
unidentified until the Post-Dis- 
patch succeeded in having the Sen- 
ate reopen its investigation early 
last year, The inquiry soon brought 
admissions that O'Neil! and Black- 
mer had received shares and that 
O'Neill in a fit of remorse had 


gan in 1921 but were not dis- 


turned his share over to the Prairie 
Co. Blackmer, who with O'Neill 
had fled to Europe to avoid testif~ 
ing, had retained his share. 

Stewart was called to the wi 
stand in Washington Feb. 2 a1 
of last year. After a spectacular 
cross-examination in which he de- 
clared he had never received any 
of the bonds and had nothing to 
do with their distribution, he final- 
ly was cornered and asked if he 
knew who had got them. He re- 
fused to answer and was cited and, 
indicted for contempt of the Sen- 
ate. 

Stewart Makes Admission. 

Two months later Harry Sin- 
clair was acquitted on a con- 
spiracy charge, and Stewart there- 
upon reappeared before the com- 
mittee and adnittted that he had 
received $759,000 of the bonds. He 
said he had secretly placed them 
in trust for his company. His only 
explanation of his failure to tell 
the tfuth earlier was that he 
“wanted to avoid publicity.” In 
the meantime, John D. Rockefeller 
appeared before the committee and 
revealed that he had ‘vainly en- 
deavored to persuade Stewart to 
testify. 

The discrepancy in Stewart's tes- 
timony as between February and 
April; resulted in his indictment 
for perjury. In June he was ac- 
quitted of contempt by a Wash- 
ington jury and in November an- 
other Washington jury acquitted 
him of perjury. 

Rockefeller requested Stewart's 
resignation, with the explanation 
that Stewart had promised him 
earlier that he would resign if 
Rockefeller desired it after hear- 
ing all the facts, Stewart denied 
giving the promise, and refused to 
resign. Thereupon Rockefeller 
launched an appeal to other stock- 
holders for their proxies to be used 
in removing Stewart at the meet- 
ing scheduled for today. P 

Rockefeller himself owns only 
about 15 per cent of the stock. 
Considerable blocks also are owned 
by the Rockefeller feundation and 
the University of Chicago, but all 
together they comprised much less 
than a majority. However, there 
was an immediate response to the 
appeal for proxies, especially On 
the part of large estates, banks, 
trust companies and insurance 
companies. 

Stewart countered with an ap- 
peal on his own behalf, .coupled 
with measures’ which gave him 
control of virtually all the stock 
owned by employes of the compa-

Mrs. Helen C. Matlock, trying 
to account today for her prompt 
acquittal of the murder of her hus- 
band, said she believed that the 
spirit of the slain man, “Good Time 
Charley” Matlock, acted as a thir- 
teenth juror and guided the 12 vis. 
ible jurors in their decision. 

“I prayed that Mat might be 
present in spirit at the trial and 
in the jury room, and I believe he 
was present, and approved the ver- 
dict of not guilty,” the young wom- 
an said. She shot and killed “Good 
Time Charley” the evening of Nov. 
6, after waiting for him two hours 
in an apartment where he had in- 
stalled a night club entertainer as 
another “Mrs. Matlock.’’ 

Mrs. Matlock, who lives at 3801 
South Grand boulevard, said she 
intended to remain single. She 
was the third wife of Matlock. her 
predecessors having divorced him. 
She expressed sympathy for the 
other woman” in her married 
tragedy, Miss Rose Jokerst, and 
said she hoped “it would be a good 
lessen for her.” 

Dancer Prayed for Acquittal. 

Miss Jokerst, back with her par- 
ents at 2621A Nebraska avenue, 
said: “I’m glad Helen was acquit- 
ted. I prayed for the jury to turn 
her loose.”’ : 

The jury at 2:45 p. m. yesterday, 
after less than two hours’ consid- 
eration of the case. complied with

WOMEN'S JURY BILL # 
PASSES STATE HOUSE 


Vote Is 80 to 57—Considerable 
Opposition Likely in 
Senate.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 1.— 
The McQueen bill to enable women 
to serve on trial juries and grand 


tome in Missourl was passed by 


he House late yesterday, by a vote 

of $0 to 51. and now goes to the 
Senate, where it is expected to en- 
counter considerable opposition. 

The bill is sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters. 

Active work by sponsors of the 
bill had neutralized some of the 
earlier opposition in the House, 
When the bill was engrossed re- 
cently it mustered only 65 favor- 
able votes, and opponents said it 
could not get the majority of 76 
required for passage in the House. 
However, the bill had a margin of 
four over the required majority 
on the roll call yesterday. 

Lawyers in the House led by 
Representative W. H. Elmer of 
Dent County, offered the principal 
opposition to passage of the bill. 
They raised a question of the con- 
stitutionality of the measure, be- 
cause the Constitution provides 
that a grand jury shall consist of 
12 men, and that a jury for trial 
of civil or criminal cases may con- 
sist of less than 12 men, as may 
be prescribed by law. 

The bill amends all of the dif- 
ferent sections of the law relating 
to juries to strike out the refer- 
ence to “men,” or “male citizens,” 
and substitute “citizens.” Repre- 
sentative McQueen of Barry Coun- 
ty, who handled the bil! on the 
floor, contended the word “eitl- 
zens,” in a legal sense, included 
both men and women. 

As on engrossment of the bill, 
the opponents urged that women 
should not attempt t serve on 
juries, where they might be forced 
to listen to stories of degradation. 
Elmer contended women did not 
have the training, through lack of 
general contact with business af- 
fairs, to sit on juries. 

Four of the St. Louis delegation 
voted against the bill. They were 
Bauer, McLeod, Frank X. Moore 
and Wren, all Democrats. &. Lovis 
Republicans who voted for the pill 
were Allen, Applebaum ~ Davies, 
Fisher, Hehl, Krause, Paphe, Rick- 
etts, Williams and Speaker Parker, 
Representatives Huber, Miller, 
Schwartz and Walthall Moore, all 
Republicans, were absent. 

A concurrent resolution for sub- 
mission of a proposed constitutional 
amendment in the next general 
élection which would 
“citizens” for “men” in the consti- 
tutional provisions relating to ju-. 
ries, and providing that the word 
“citizens” shall be conatrued to 
mean men and women, was report- 
e4 out by the House Committee on 
Joint and Concurrent Resofutions, 
with a recommendation that it be 
passed by the House. The commit- 
tee reported after the McQueen bili 
was passed. 

This resolution was introduced 
by Representative Appelbaum of 
St. Louis, to eliminate the constitu-.

LOAN LAW SLUSH FUND

House Committee, However, 
Will Report Bill.

There probably will be no investi- 
gation by the Legislature into the

A subcommittee to draft the sub- 
stitute bill was selected by the Ju- 
diciary Committee yesterday. Mem- 
pers of the subcommittee are Rep- 
resentatives Nelson of Marion 
County, Baird of Jasper County, 
and Elvins of St. Louis County.

Louis E. Burger Is Sentenced 
Despite Clemency Pleas 
in His Behalf. 


Louis E. Burger, 29 years old, 
former assistant cashier in the of- 
fice of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, was sentenced to a year 
and @ day in the Federal Reform- 
atory at Chillicothe, O., 
when he pleaded guilty of the em- 
bezzlement of $3160 of Federal in- 
come tax money between June, 
1925, and May, 1928. 

Federal Judge Davis listened at- 
tentively to pleas for leniency but 
refused to grant the parole sought 
by Burger’s attorney. William E. 
Blesse. It was shown that Bur- 
ger’s father, August Burger, an 
employe of the city street depart- 
ment for 32 years, had sold his 
home at 3302 Osage street to make 
restitution to the Government, that 
young Burger had a clean record 
before his detection .and that, in 
remorse, he had attempted to kill 
himself by gas. 

The ledre Burger, Dr. John H. 
Simon, the family physician, and 
an official of the International 
Harvester Co., where young Burger 
his been employed, added their 
voices to the lawyer's plea, but As- 
sistant District Attorney Stattler 
insisted that Burger be punished 
as an example to others. 

“T am much impressed with the 
fact that the gentlemen who came 
before the-court in this case, did 
not first call at my office,” Judge 
Davis said. “The court knows a 
great many people in the City of 
St. Louis from past association, In- 
cidentally, the court has known Mr. 
August Burger for a great many 
years. It is a difficult thing to 
keep people from calling up the 
court's home or his office or stop- 
ping him on the street to talk 
about cases which are pending, 

“I have tried to remain human. 
I have tried to keep my door open. 
Perhaps that has been a mistake. 
I have reached the point where I 
have got to become hard-boiled. I 
am not referring to the gentlemen 
in this case because they did not 
come to me except in this court- 
room in this open session today. 

“But I want to say this: If any 
of you people think that you can 
send anybody to the Judge’s home 
or to his office to do something 
for you, you are mistaken and 
some of you are going to find it 
out before I fmish ecalling this 
docket today.’ His last remarks 
were addressed to @ courtroom 
well-filled with defendants and

' MR. ROCKEFELLER’S VICTORY. 


It became obvious upon the eve of the stockholders’ 
meeting which occurred today that the power of Col. 
Robert W. Stewart over the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana had ended. . 


Mr. John D. Rockefeller Jr. won. It was necessary 
to the morals of business that he should win. What 
Col. Stewart and his associates did has had many 
apologists, but no one has ventured to say that any 
corporation, either through its officers or its stock- 
holders, could put its sanction upon it. That was P 
the impossible postulate of Col. Stewart in his battle 
with Mr. Rockefeller. He proposed to show by a 
majority vote of the stockholders that what he did 
in the matter of the Continental Trading Co. deal 
was legitimate. It was not legitimate, and the stock- 
holders have said so. It was ridiculous to say, as one 
of them did say, that-so long as the corporation de- 
clares rich dividends the stockholders are not con- 
cerned about its methods. If that were true it could 
not be long until stockholders would be fixing the 
amount of money the officers of a corporation might 
make by exploiting the company, which would be 
absurd. 


‘Col. Stewart ceases to be chairman of the board of 
directors of Standard Oil of Indiana, a position which 
paid a salary of $125,000 a year. He imagined that he 
could beat the moral point, but he could not. He 
was perhaps emboldened in that view by the success 
with which Doheny and Sinclair had overcome the 
Government in its efforts to prosecute them. They 
are all part of an oligarchy which has believed itself 
omnipotent. Amazed as it was by the Sinclair case, 
the cowmtry was still unprepared for the effrontery 
of Stewart. It owes Mr. Rockefeller a debt of grati- 
tude for lifting his powerful hand against so sinister 
an attempt to make dishonesty in business ethical. 
What he has done ought to have a lasting and sal- | 
utary effect upon business standards in the United | 
States. The Post-Dispatch congratulates him.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Es- 
tablishing a new high record for 
peace time outlay for Government 
expenses, the Seventieth Congress 
appropriated $9,291,599,377 during 
its life of two years. 

Although small compared to the 
appropriation of $27,000,000,009 
for the fiscal year 1918-1919, when 
this country was lending all its 
resources to win the World War, it 
exceeds by more than $500,000,000 
lthe total appropriation of the pre- 
ceding Congress. 

The Sixty-ninth Congress appro- 
priated $8,620,000,000 for Govern- 
ment expenses. This at the time 
was a new high mark for peace 
time and surpassed by many mil- 
lions the record of the Sixty-eighth 
Congress with appropriations to- 
taling $7,935,000,000. 

Of the $4,628,045,025 appropri- 
ated during the mrst session, the 
Seventieth Congress allotted $40,- 
000,000 for Mississippi valley and 
New England flood .controt work. 
In the second session, $75,000,000 
of the total of $4,663,554,342 was 
appropriated for tax returns. 

Budget Estimates Exceeded. 

For the first time since the Bu- e: Pn tap | | 
reau of the Budget was created in fe Wig Pre Ne EE ee ees ee 
1922, the Seventieth Congress in Ps fe ae se ee fy 
the second session appropriated 
more money than Director Lord of 
the Budget submitted in estimates. 
The estimates, amounting to $4,- 
657,094,473 were exceeded by $6,- 
459,869. However, during the 
first session, Congress deducted $9.,- 
331,779 from bureau estimates. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, in making public a state- 
ment on appropriations, pointed 
out that the total amount appro- 
priated by the second session was 
$3,821,649,122, exclusive of posta! 
receipts totaling $841,905,220, 21) 
of which was expended. ‘ 

In an explanatory note the ¢om- 
mittee said that the totals of appro- 
priations did not include many 
which were carried in private acts, 
amounting to approximately $4,- 
000,000. An accurate estimate at 
this time, the note said, could not 
be made.

| Uses Different Policy. 


OWLEY'’S training policy is 
radically different from that 
of many other camps, notably 
the Cardinals. Howley’s men 
get but one workout a day, bDe- 


tween 10 a. m. and << p. mM. 
“That’s enough,” Daniel re- 
marked. “If you split the work 


day, you send a tired and dis- 
gruntled bunch back to the field 
in the afternoon. There can be 
only one enthusiast¥« workout. 
Therefore the double practice 
plan has never appealed to me. 
I get a tremenodus amount of 
willing work out of the boys by, 
a continuous session.” 

At Avon Park the two work- 
out plan prevails. The men are 
under pressure from the first 
day. Many of the oid line train- 
ers believe that as players’ arms 
are certain to become sore at 
some time during the training 
period, therefore thé best thing 
to do is to get rid of the trouble 
early. They force the sore arms, 
in order to speed the recovery.

‘Howley Begs to Differ. 


ee HERE is absolutely no 

reason to have a sore arm 
in camp, if proper condition- 
ing methods are observed,” 
Dan believes. “Tt is with arns 
as it is with sunburn. You can 


avoid a sore arm or a biistered 
nose by taking the punishment 
in small doses. A player can 
gradually increase his work, 
starting lightly, so that he can 
attain full power without ever 
having had a sore arm or a pain 
anywhere.” 


Another training hobby of 
Howley’s is running. “Run, 
sheep, run.” is the watchword 


with Daniel Pitchers as well as 
fielders do all sorts of running, 
sprinting at times and egain jog- 
ging about the park. 

“There are two things that 
make a ball player a success.” 
Howley contends “They are: 
sound wind and sound legs Run- 
ning develops hoth. and <o I get 
my men to run all they can 
stand. In the early part of the 
reguiar season T have the men 
out at the park in the morning 
chiefly to ron and etrengthen 
legs and lungs. 

“T want every man on my ball 
cleb, particularly my pitchers, 
to develop wind and legs 6o-that 
they can go nine inrings and not 
become exhausted. When pitch- 
ers tire they become wild and 
ineffective. That’s because either 
their wind or their legs weak- 
ened, rather than the oel4 soup- 
bone. The same is true of every 
other player. when his wind and 
legs fail, his efficiency goes. It 
is impossible to stress this point 
too much In my opinion.”

B. Cham- 
berlin of Detroit who had come on 
behalf of the Detroit Federation of 
Women's Clubs of which she is 
president and the Chamber of 
Commerce to see the show with a 
view to having its promoters ppt 
on a similar one in her city. But 
among many unique features ex- 
ploited at the Exposition it was 
discovered none was more distinc- 
tive than this visitor under the 
lapel of whose smart blouse 
gleamed a gold police badge with 
which goes the authority to arrest 
euggperecn, anywhere in the Unit- 
ed States, of whatever degree, who 
deserves to be arrested. Mrs. Cham- 
berlin is president of the commis- 
sion of the Detroit House of Cor- 
rection, or city prison, a title con- 


ferred upon her by Mayor John 
Lodge, Lindbergh's uncle. 
But this is not perhaps her 


greatest distinction. It is because 
of her leadership in many branches 
of civic and cultura! uplift that she 
was considered. the logical person 
for this job. 

She is president of the city Fed- 


have a membership of 20,000 dis- 


honorary chairman of the Detroit 
Symphony Society, one of the 
founders of the new Colony Club, 
holder of several other titles; in 
short, a force in that progressive 
spirit that has caused Detroit to 
climb over severa] rivals to fourth 
place in the ranks of cities. 

In contrast to conservative 
achievements of women’s clubs in 
St. Louis tales Mrs. Chamberlin 
tells of the flourishing condition of 
women's clubs in Detroit are in- 
spiring. 

Of the huge building housing 
Federation headquarters. which 


never is large enough to take care 
of enthusiastic throngs of women | 
clamoring for admittance, and of | 
a Women’s City Club with a mem- | 
bership limited to 6000 which al- | 
ways has a waiting list of many 
thousands where its corresponding 
club here, the Town Club, strug- 
gles for existence. 

Similarly, the new Detroit prisons | 
are models for other cities. They | 
are constructed on the cottage 
plan, each unit caring for only 25 
inmates, segregated according to 
personal character rather than the 
character of their crimes. Men's | 
and women’s prisons are widely | 
separated and located some 25 | 


miles out in the country. Only | 
women wardens are placed in 
charge of the women’s prison. 
Farms and other industries ure 
maintained so that as a whole the 
prisons are self-supporting. Schools 
are maintained. Occupational 
therapy and other modern systems 
of rehabilitating criminals are in 


force. Each prison has its hos- 
pital and special] attention is paid | 
to reclamation through medical 
treatment and psycho-analysis. 
Not a bar is visible in the prisons, 
nor a@ screen, other ingenious ar- 
rangements preventing escapes or 
contact with the outside. 

Typical of her versatility and 
range of interests Mrs. Chamberlin 
turned from details gathered upon 
the sordid side of life to the plan 
by which her Symphony society 
has popularized its matinee con- 
certs.

| Painting the Floor 

F you have decided to paint the 
J wiicnen floor, here is how you 
should do it. For a real suc- 
cessful job you should apply three 
coats of paint. First of all make 
sure the floor is absolutely clean, 
dry and free from dust. Then ap- 
ply the first coat, which should 
consist of white lead in linseed oil, 
with a little dryer. 

If you are an amateur painter 
it is better to buy your paints ready 
mixed. In fact, for just one or two 
floors, you will find the ready 
mixed more economical as well as 
convenient, 

Brush each coat of paint thor- 
oughly into the wood, lengthwise 
of the grain, and make sure each 
coat is perfectly dry before apply- 
ing the next coat. 

The second coat should be of the 
eolor you have chosen for your 
floor. If you mix the paint your- 
self use equal parts of white lead 
and zinc white in oil, dryer, tur- 
pentines and whatever coloring you 
desire. The third coat should be 
the same as the second, omitting 
the turpentine and substituting a 
good ficor varnish—use from one 
to four pints of varnish to a ygal- 
lon of paint. 

The paint will wetr longer and 
your floor will have a soft, tustrous 
finich if vou give it an additional 
coat of equal parts of terpentine 
and linseed oj]. After the paint is 
thoreughly dry rub this on with a 
soft cleth and polish with a woolen 
cioth.
